1 . Claims 1 , 3 and 4 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
(1) Regarding claims 1 and 4: 

The closest prior art of record Shimizu (US 5684499) and Huang (US 6388643 
B1 ) teach similar method for driving a plasma display with one time period which has 
plurality of subfield. Each subfield has an initializing time period, a writing time period 
and a sustaining time period. However, no prior art references anticipate or suggest the 
limitations of one field time period comprises: at least one subfield that has an 
initializing time period, a writing time period and a sustaining time period, and a 
plurality of subfields that have a writing time period and a sustaining time period, 
and do not have an initializing time period.
